It was only planned, however, to vary 
the angular shaft so that it wouid 
carry it 10 feet to one side of the 
main shaft, traversing 15 feet while | 
varying over 10 feet from the shaft, 
then to proceed straight downward.

In exchange for French agreement 
to the evacuation of Cologne and the 
Ruhr, Great Britain is preparing to 
offer a five-power security pact, 
would guarantee the perpetual neu- 
trality of the German Rhineland. 

In all essentials, the international 
agreement would be a duplicate of 
that drawn to guarantee the neu- 
trality of Belgium, which became a 
“scrap of paper’ in 1914. 

Agreement Heing Drafted.

Premier Edouard Herriot arrives in 
London, where he is due soon, Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Holland 
and Germany herself would become 
guarantors and signatories of this 
projeeted agreement.

Hayden, former 
chaplain at the prison, was not indict- 
ed although he admitted acceptance of 
$2,100 of a $10,500 bribe alleged to 
have been paid for special privileges 
by a ring of Savannah, Ga., convict- 
ed bootleggers. 

Graham Baughn and ‘Willie Haar,

daughter, Mrs. Gordon FP. Kiser. 
lie was 88 years ol¢. 

Captain English had be#n in feeble 
health for several months. His in- 
domitable energy, however, prevented 
him from giving up his business and 
he was at his desk in the Fourth Na- 
tional bank, of which he was chair- 
man of the board, every dzy until last 
week, 


Hig death was not-the result of any 
acute trouble, It . was merely the 
wearing out of a machine, which had 
seldom known rest. . 

Funeral arrangements will be an- 
nounced later. 

Dies In Harness. 

Captain James Warren English died 
as he had wisfied to—in harness. He 
had been attending his duties at the

Coates, chairman of the senate 
highway committee, tonight said 
that he favors completion of the 
present wuudit being made into the 
affairs of the state highway de- 
partment, and if the audit dis- 
closes irregularities of a serious 
nature, that action will be taken 
by the committee, of which he is 
chairman. 

“If investigation is necessary,” 
said Senator Coates, “I shall favor 
it, because, I believe that the 
question of good roads is so im- 
portant to’the state of Georgia to- 
day that every department. of the 
state highway board shonld be so 
confiucted as to preserv@é the con- 
fidence of the people of the state.” 

The Constitution was unable to 
get in touch Sunday with mem- 
bers of the state highway com- 
mittee, 


Macon, Ga., February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-What he declared to-be the 
actual evidence that records have been 
altered in the state highway depart- 
ment was preduced here late this 
afterncvon by W. IT. Anderson, editor 
of The Macon Telegraph and member 
of the highway board, who returned 
te Macon today.

his boulder trap will be simplified 
if it is possible to approach from the 
rear. 

Workmen and the men, upon whom 
responsibility for Collins’ recovery has 
left a marked impression, frankly were 
more optimistic than for several days. 
The discovery was described as the 
most encouraging development since 
the first lateral in the shaft was be- 
gun. 

Samples of the limestone from the 
natural passage were brought to the 
surface and eagerly examined in day- 
light. The specimens indicated that 
the crevice at one time had heen a 
waterway, according to Dr. W. D. 
Funkhouser, geologist of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. 

Timbering Required. 

One side of the crevice showed solid 
limestone as far as it was explored. 
The other was composed of loose 
rock and some muck which will neces- 
_— the entire passage being timber- 
ed. 

The drift excavated from the shaft 
had been timbered for five feet when 
the natural cave was discovered, At 
that point, the crevice was found to 
deviate slightly from the original line 
of the timbering. Workmen pushed 
themselves 7 1-2 feet more before they 
were recalled. Meanwhile, no further 
excavating was being done in the 
bottom of the shaft. 

Pump Is Installed. 

Following a heavy rain last night, 
officials today installed a pump in the 
shaft to draw the seepage from the 
deep six-foot square hole, in order 
to expedite the work. 

During the early hours today, ex- 
citement prevailed at the shaft when 


several physicians appeared unan- 
nounced at the mouth and told offi- 


cials they had been summoned for 
a hurried conference. ‘The officials 
denied any knowledge of the _ eall, 
however, and rumors that Collins had 
been found and phySicians called to 
give him immediate treatment were 
said to be false.

Every healthy individual has an 
exceedingly sour stomach when his. 
stomach is busy. ‘The contents of 
the stomach halt an hour or so after 
a meal include abvut 0.2 per cent of 
muriatic (hydrochloric) acid, and the 
gastric juice before dilution with food 
or water eontains about 0.5 per cent 
of muriatic acid, enough to cause -in- 
tense waterbrash should some of the 
material accidentally back up into the 
esophagus or gullet and reach the 
throat; or enough to produce heart- 
burn should it merely back up into 
the esophagus. 

An interesting quality about gas- 
tric juice is its resistance to putrefac- 
tion. A sample of this fluid, with its 
0.2 to 0.5 per cent: of hydrochloric 
acid, will keep perfectly for months, 
and that shows that it has maPked 
antiseptic power. Antiseptic, we must 
remember, means simply the preven- 
tion of growth or multiplication of 
germs. ‘The antiseptic action of the 
gastric juice, after it leaves the stom- 
ach aschyme (gastric juice mixed with 
food) and enters the intestine, op- 
poses putrefaction there. This is the 
reason why people with excessive in- 
testinal putrefaction or fermentation 
do well to eat green or rvew onions, 
which tend to stimulate the secretion 
of a greater amount of gastric juice 
and a juice of higher acid content. But 
my poor friend whose stomach de- 
clines to “water” even for fried corn 
meal mush had better not lay in an 
abnormal supply of onions, for while 
onions are powerful they cannot wake 
-the dead. 

If space were available here it 
would be in order to tell many more 
physiological truths about the gastric 
juice, but before we go on let us un- 
derstand clearly that the term gastric 
is just a highfaivtin’ way of saying 
stomach. People who imagine it re- 
fers to the air they swallow or the 
gas they raise or don’t, need not feel 
embarrassed if they have misinter-

Relatives; Friends Gather. 

Immediately following his death 
Atlanta relatives who were in the 
city, and officials of the bank were 
notified, and it was but a short time 
until most of these were in the home 
on Cone street. 

Mr. Ryan said that he had been ac- 
customed to call by each day and 
confer with the aged chairman of 
the bank’s board of directors. ‘“‘As 
fate woulg have it,” said Mr. Ryan, 
“| did not come by Sunday after- 
noon, and my first knowledge of 
Captain English’s illness was the 
news that he had died. 

Captain English had been accustom- 
ed to keep in close touch with the 
affairs of the bank. knowing each de- 
tail of the institution’s business, and 
he was held in highest esteem by 
every member of the bank's personnel. 


Comes to Georgia. 

James Warren English, pioneer citi- 
zen of Atlanta, came to Georgia in 
1856, from Orleans parish, Louisi- 
ana, where he was born October 28, 
1837 and settled at Griffin. He was 
the son of Andrew and Mary English, 
and was left without father or mother 
at the early age of thirteen years. 

Upon artival in Atlanta directly 
after the war he immediately became 
imbued with the spirit that has made 
this the outstanding city of the south. 
and from the time of his arrival until 
the day of his death he occupied an 
important place in the city’s affairs. 

Among the important things that he 
did for Atlanta was bringing the state 
capitol to this city. This great work 
was accomplished only after the most 
vigorous fight waged by the Atlantan 
against other Georgians and Captain 
English had been honored many timer 
for the part taken by him in that 
historical « -ntest. 

Forms Terminal Company. 

Tt was through the efforts of Cap- 
tain English and his associates that 
the Atlanta Terminal company was 
formed. This company erected the 
million-dollar station that has been 
pointed to as one of the modern im- 
provements of Atlanta. Captain Eng- 
lish was president of the terminal 
company for several years, retiring as 
his advanced age demanded the sev- 
erance of his connection with outside 
affairs. 

Devoting his time to the Fourth 
National bank he retired from the 
presidency of the institution several 
years ago. giving place to John K. 
Ottley, and expressing the opinion 
that the affairs of the institution 
would be better served by the yourg- 
er men, and it was at his instance 
that the young men in the bank were 
sit'e positions. 

Provd of War Record, _. 

Captain English, though serving 
Atlanta in an official capacity, as 
councilman, alderman, mayor and po- 
lice commissioner and in other ways, 
was prouder of kis war record than 
of any service he had ever rendered 
the south. He was the messenger who 
carried the first exchange of courte- 
sies between Lee and Grant at Ap- 
pomatox; he was captain of a troop 
of southern soidiers that uade for 
themselves a glow.ng page in the an- 
nals of history of the southern states. 
He was a member of the “Old Guard 
of the Gate City of the South,” and 
boor companions in his war and civil 
service were the following pioneer 
citizens. all of whom have passed 
wway after leaving their imprint upon 
the pages of Atlanta’s history; Sam- 
uel Inman, who gave Atlanta her 
biggest and fines: park; Rubert Low- 
ry, who organized one of the largest 
banking . :astitutions in the city; 
Judge William ‘Tecumseh Newman, 
federal jurist who died several years 
agv after gerving the longest term 
ever served by a United States judge. 

These four famous men arrived in 
Atlanta within a few days of each 
other, fellowing the civil war and 
immediately took their places among 
the workers who were to raise the 
city from its ruins brought about by 
the fire set by Sherman. For more 
than three years these men worked 
in unison, creating the “Atlanta 
Spirit,” which today makes Atlanta 
famous throughout the entire world. 

Finds Ruined City. 

When Captain English arrived in 
Atlanta he found it prostrate in ashes 
and as he passed away, his home was 
in the center of the outstanding citys 
of the southern states. This home he 
persistently refused to remove, saying 
that he had raised his cuildien there 
and that it had been his home and 
the home of his wife, who died a 
few years ago. and, desnite the re- 
monstrances. of his children that 
it was becoming. surrounded by ‘usi- 
ness houses and. hotels, he declared 
le would remain upon the old 
home site until he died. His 
end came peacefully upon the site of 
Lis first home in Atlanta, on Cone

Captain English was a dean of the 
Old Guard of the Gate City Guard, 


a military organization composed of | 


men who had done service to the 
city and the south in time of war. 
He was one of the few men left who 
were members of that organization 
when it was looked upon as the out- 
standing military company in the 
southland. 

At a banquet given a few months 
ago to this military body, Captain 
English, Mel Wilkinson, the late. Cap- 
tain Robert Lowry and other pioneer 
citizens were paid the highest honors 
and tributes ever given to Atlanta 
citizens. At this time Captain Eng- 
lish was shown the high esteem and 
deep affection in which he was held 
by the members of his company and 
by the people of Atlanta. 

Served in Spalding Grays. 

Upon the outbreak of the civil war 
Captain English became a member of 
the Spalding Grays, going to Virginia 
with this troop. He had helped to 
organize this military body. and with 
it he fought valiantly for four years. 
He was in command of the company 
when his leader, Robert E. Lee, sur- 
rendered the lost cause in 1865,- and 
was the first messenger between | ‘s 
chieftain and the union commander 
which brought about the surrender at 
Appomattox. The only survivor of 
this company is George Chatfield, of 
Jonesboro, Ga., whom Captain Eng- 
lish entertained recently in his home. 

Captain English returned to Atlan- 
ta with nothing but a spirit of patriot. 
ism and a determination to aid itis 
city and his fellow citizens to rise 
from the ruins left by Sherman. 

Arriving here May 14, 1864, he 
entered into the spirit of the times, 
and, like other southern men, fought 
to overcome the abuses of carpet- 
bagger days. How well he succeede] 
is shown by the magnificent structure 
that stands today in the heart of A‘t- 
lanta which is known as the home of 
the Fourth National bank, a monn- 
ment to integrity and tenacity. 

Marries Miss Alexander. 

On July 26, 1866, Captain English 
married Miss Emily Alexander, of 
Griffin. There were born to this 
union the following children: James 
W. English, Jr., deceased; Harry L. 
English, Mrs. James [D. Robinson, 
Mrs. Gordon P. Kiser, Edgar English, 
who died in infancy; Edward :- 
English, also deceased. 

He also is survived by the follow'!nz 
grandchildren: Mrs. Arthur Head, of 
Nashville, Tenn.; Miss Jennie Robin- 
son, Jane English Kiser, James ID. 
Robinson, Harry English , Robinson 
and Gordon P. Kiser. Jr. 

The wife of Captain English died 
in August, 190%. 

Enters City Government. 

In the early days of Atlanta after 
the war citizens, recognizing that 
strong men were required to bring the 
city from its state of prostration, in- 
duced Captain English to become a 
member of the city government, and 
in 1877 he was elected a member 
city council. His work as chairman 
of the finance board helped reduce tlie 
city’s floating debt to a marked extent 
and secured a reduction in the rate 
of interest on this debt from 12 to 
6 per cent. It was Captain Englich 
who introduced the ordinance in coun- 
cil prohibiting the city at any future 
time from creating a floating debt. 

As mayor of the city, to which of- 
fice he was later elected, he rendered 
aotable service. He changed the vol- 
unteer fire department to a paid one. 
He personally conducted raid upon 
raid on gambling houses which were 
at that time run wide open in the 
city, seizing the paraphernalia which 
was burned in view of the assembled 
public at Five Points, creating a sen- 
setion over the entire south and put- 
tiug a definite stop to open gambling 
in Atlanta. He left this office with 
Atlanta’s treasury in remarkable 
shape. going into the police board, 
on which he served for many years. 

for Education. 

Another public service rendered by 
Captain English was upon the city 
hoard of education, which introduced 


er the death of Henry Grads, in 
whuse honor his public charity was 
named. 

Captain English was one of the 
nen upon whose shoulders the bur- 
den of the local Young Men's Chris- 
tian association rested until the fund 
{or its building was complete. He 
not only yave liberally to this in- 
;:ticution, but served on the finance 
‘committee and aided in raising the 
spiendid tund which assured the build- 
ing. Captain Kogiish gave with nun- 
stinted liberality ro many charities, 
both publie and private. He was a 
champion of organized labor, of the 
police, the firennen and especially of 
the common pvopie of the city and 
wis, perhaps, une of the best known 
and beloved citizens in Atlanta.

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DAIRY COURSE OPENS 
TUESDAY IN ATHENS 
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Athens, Ga., February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A short course in dairying of 
10 days duration will be offered at 
the State College of Agriculture be- 
ginning February 17, according to 
announcement by Dr. Milton P. 
Jarnagin, professor of animal hus- 
bandry, at the institution. The course 
is designed to meet both the needs 
of the producer and the manufacturer. 
and the work has been outlined with 
the particular needs of these groups 
in mind. | 

For the producers, milk production 
and dairy herd management will be 
the main topics of study. Attention 
will be given the selection, care and 
feeding of the dairy cow, breeding up 
the herd, calf raising, common dis- 
eases, dairy associations, the produc- 
tion of high quality milk, dairy re- 
cords and methods of marketing dairy 
products. Dairy cattle judging, 
balancing rations, cream separation, 
the Babcock test and handling of 
milk will be taken up in the labora- 
tory. 

Creamery butter making will he 
the main course offered the dairy 
products manufacturers. Tihs _ in- 
cludes the composition of dairy pro- 
ducts, dairy bacteriology, principles 
of clean milk production, cream 
separation, cream grading neutrali- 
zation of cream, pasteurization,. the 
different operations in the making of 
butter, creamery arithmetic, and 
creamery operation and management. 
The Babeock test, lactometer test 
moisture, salt and fat tests will also 
be given in the laboratory work. 

Dr. Milton P. Jarnagin will be in 
charge of the course, assisted iy 
rofessors Bennett, Fitch and Mac- 
att of the college dairy division.

MRS. ROWAN’S CAREER IS DESCRIBED ra 


Of “End of the Worlders’ 


Atlanta usually finds an end to 
every big world story, and, although 
it is a little late in coming to light, 
this is true of the “end of the world” 
movement which ten days «go culmi- 
nated so disastrously for its adherents 
who had sold their belongings in the 
belief that the “second coming’ was 
at hand. 

The leader of the movement is Mrs. 
Margaret Rowen, of California, She 
was admitted into the Seventh-day 
Adventist faith by Pastor A. 8. Booth, 
of Atlanta, who is president of the 
Georgia conference of that denomina- 
tion. 


Leaves Adventists. 

Mrs. Rowen, aceording to Mr. 
Booth, was a member of another faith, 
with tendencies towards spiritualism, 
when she became interested in the 
Seventh-day Adventists. ‘That was 
some ten years or more ago. It was 
not long before she developed beliefs 
at variance with Adventist doctrines, 
and started a church of her own, when 
Adventists refuse to accept her. 
Scriptural tests showed that her 
claims were false. it is said. 

“She would never discuss her reli- 
gious beliefs with me,” said Mr. Booth, 
“probably because she knew that I 
would not agree with her. I haven’t 
seen her for years. She was admitted 
te the Adventist church in San Fran- 
cisco. We had doubts about her at 
that time, and it was not more than 
a year or so before she became head 
of what we eall tne ‘Rowenite move- 
ment’.” 

Didn't Set Date. 

“In justice to the believers in the 
doctrines promulgated by the real 
Seventh-day Adventists, it is fair and 
right to set at rest the erroneous re- 
port which has’ gained nation-wide 
publicity of their belief that February 
6 would witness the second coming 
of Christ. No such belief ever was 
entertained by the members of this 
denomination. Such an impression, 
however, has gained ground and 
caused no little anxiety on the part 
of Seventh-day Adventists through- 
out the nation. 

“For a long time, Mrs. Rowen, self- 
styled prophetess, who cinimed that 
the end of the world would come on 
February 6, tried to foree the Sev- 
enth-day Adventist organization to be- 
lieve in her as a real prophet of 
God, but her claims have not been 
substantiated, and we hold her to be 
an arch deceiver. 

“The organization Adventists are 
teaching that several prophecies are 
yet to be fulfilled before the Lord

RUTORSHIP RUNNING 
WITH MOTORS IDLE

In the North Sea, Aboard the Ro- 
torship Buckau, February 15.—Run- 
ning for the first time solely under 
the power of her big rotors, the Buck- 
au is now breasting the full sweep of 
the North sea at a speed of 41-2 
knots. This is considered very cred- 
itable by everyone aboard. Since 
8:30 o’clock this morning our pro- 
peller has lain idle. This is the first 
time since we left Danzig that we 
have been able to shut off the main 
engine entirely. 

The wind has held south by south- 
west, and blown steadily at about 
13 miles. We are riding abreast of it 
and have forged ahead all day at the 
above speed under precisely identical 
conditions our sister ship, the Annen, 
canvas-rigged, could not make so much 
headway. Our motion is exactly like 
that of a sailing ship. Swinging easily 
in the long roll of the North sea, 
we get an entirely different motion 
from what we suffered on the Baltic, 
when we chopped the water. 

Forward one hears only a 6 slight 
grind of the rotors, aft, the regular 
beat of the’small motor which turns 
the rotors vies with their grinding. 
The action of wind and rotors is in- 
terestingly apparent today whenever 
smoke comes from the galley cook 
stove. Think of the fore rotor as a 
clock ,with’ the 12 hour opposite the 
bow. The galley funnel is situated 
‘ust off 8 o clock, it’s smoke is caught 
iv the rotor at 9 and swung rapidly 
around the rotor, until thrown off at 
o or 4 o’clock. At 9 the wind pushes 
us at 12 and 1 it pulls us. That, 
briefly, is. the explanation of the rotor 
principle, always vush and pull. 

We left Borkum Light at 8:35 
o'clock last night and are now head- 
ing directly for the east coast of Eng- 
land. We will tollow it up to the 
Firth of Forth end.

REASON FOR DESERTION 
UNKNOWN TO HIS SON. 

Philadelphia, Pa., February 15.— 
Details regarding the disappearance 
from his home in this city 25 years 
ago of Henry C. Koehnemann, iden- 
tified last night in a Memphis hos- 
pital under the assumed name of Hen- 
ry C. Schwenck, were lacking tonight. 
Police were unable to shed any light 
on the case. 

Before leaving for the south, Henry 
C. Koehnemann, Jr., a cotton broker. 
said that his father had been a pros 
perous business man in the northeast 
section of the city and had been ac- 
tive in the work of the Lutheran 
church. He declared he could not say 
why he deserted his family. 

“It is true,” said Koehnemann, 
“that my father disappeared 25 years 


ago and that we have had no word 
until we received the message from 
Memphis, but what can J tell you? He 
just disappeared. He probably had 
his reasons. He didn’t leave his fam- 
ily in want. He had harmed no one, 
cheated no one, owned no money. He 
just left and did not return.” 

“Of course,” the son said, “we are 
glad that he has been located, for 
we long gave him up for dead. I 
hope that we are not too late to aid 
him now. I feel that the presence of 
his two sons will help him in his 
fight against his illness. 

“Also I hope to clear up the mys- 
tery of his disappearance. What made 
him leave suddenly? We never knew 
and always wondered. Father may 
tell me now. I am sure he had a 
good reason.”

From officials of the Amateur Ath- 
letic union Paavo has learned that 
an unprecedented number of American 
youngsters are applying for registra- 
tion cards and seeking to learn all 
the hows, wheres and whyfors of foot- 
racing. And although this may re- 
sult in making more diificult Finland’s 
ambition to win the 1928 Olympic 
games, Paavo takes a broader view 
of the situation. 

“It is good to have such interest 
in so healthy a sport,” he declares. 
Everybody should encourage it. Per- 
haps it will make your country strong- 
er than ever for the next Olympic 
games, and thus make Finland’s hope 
for victory more remote. But we in 
Finland, like you in United States, 
gain more satisfaction in a few vie- 
tories over worthwhile opponents than 
in a greater number of victories over 
mediocre rivals. And it is the duty 
of America and Finland—for I believe 
our two nations are being studied and 
patterned after by all other nations— 
to encourage rather than discourage 
the athletics of the world. Certainly 
America gained more = satisfaction 
from its Olympic triumph of last year 
than it gained from earlier Olympic 
victories when no other country 
boasted a real Olympic team.” 

Urges More Cooperation. 

Paavo. comes strongly to the sup- 
port of Murry Hulbert, president of 
the A. A. U., in the latter’s effort to 
develop municipal and _ industrial 
sports. 

“From my brief observation,” he 
states, “you in America have thou- 
sands of potential athletic champions 
who never have put on a running 
shoe or learned the ‘feel’ of a field 
event implement. That is so because 
they have had no encouragement in 
such sports, or because your great 
business organizations have _ over- 
looked the value of competitive ath- 
letics. Some, it is true, have encou- 
raged baseball and soccer football, but 
all are not proficient in those sports 
and cannot gain the benefits to be 
derived. Track and ficld athletics 
offer a wider field and while all 
cannot be champions there are few 
who cannot make themselves profici- 
ent in one of the many track and 
field events. I think the good effect 
of organized encouragement of in- 
dustrial and municipal athletics would 
quickly assert itself. 

“The brief competitive careers 
mny of your greatest athletes is a 
puzzle to European nations who do 
not know your industrial conditions. 
They see a man race to victory In 
one Olympic meet and finds he is 
not mentioned for your Olympic tearm 
four years lates and it puzzles them. 
They turn to Finland and other Kiu- 
ropean countries and see great ath-

If I am trying 
for a record, of course, it must carry 
me under the record time; if I am 
trying for the victory alone if must 
carry me over the course faster than 


}anv of my tivals ever have covered it. 


“In the latter case a study of tnonxe 
rivals and their best records is neces- 
sary. But when I have mapped my 
plans and find I can follow them to 
the fraction of a second I do not 
have to worry over the outcome My 
rivals may be yards in the lead early 
in a race, but, by knowing their best 
marks, I am sure they will ‘come 
hack’ to me before the finish mark is 
reached. 

“Perhaps some young American 
who reads this may be mapping out 
a schedule to defeat me in the 1928 
Olympic games. Let me advise him 
not to do so on the basis of my pres- 
ent records. I now am past the age 
of the maiority of the American cham- 
pions but I have yet to deliver my hest 
performances. T expect the next five 
years will find me at the peak of my 
career, and if my hopes are fulfilled 
during that period I will have set 
both indoor and outdoor records from 
the 800-metres run to the marathon 
| distance of 26 miles, 385 yards.”
